P= AIP OUR Remarks upon the Tranſlation

_ Modeſt and Candid, that it is ſur- 
prizing an d to reform and amend our 
publick Offices of Religion, ſo as to render them 
a more reaſonable Service ſhould be cenfured 
and cavilled at; but ſo it is, the Bigots and Crafts- 
Men have always been the Oppoſers of Re- 
formation, from Demetrius of Epbeſus, down to 
the Oppoſers of the Free and Candid Diſquifitions.. 
By Bigots, I mean thoſe Men (if they deſerve 
the Name of Men,) who receive the Modes of 
5 handed down to them implicitly, and 
are ſo far from examining into the Grounds 
and Reafons of them, that they think it a Pre= 
en in any Man to diſpute the leaſt matter 
or thing enjoined by what they call the Wiſdom 
of the Church. * | 
By Crafts-Men, I mean thoſe who oppoſe . 
Reformation upon worldly Motives, and for 
baſe and forthe Ends „„ . 
But as it is not my deſign in this Place to 
expoſe the Weakneſs and Follyof the one, or the 
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Wickedneſs of the other, or to enter into any 


formal Defence of the Free and Candid Diſquif- 
_ ions, which ſtand in no need of it. I hall 


only beg leave to recapitulate ſome of thoſe 


Obſervations upon- our preſent Liturgy, which 


I formerly publiſhed,, and to add to them a 
new Lift of Exceptions, in .both which. there 


are ſome things not taken Notice of in the Free 
and Candid Diſquifitions, which ſeem to me to 
_ deſerve Conſideration as much as any of thoſe 
which are therein inſerted. _ 


Being very much difatisfied with that mean 


and ſpiritleſs Form of Prayer, Which was ap- 
pointed by Authority to be read in all Churches 


and Chappels on Weaneſday the 20th of February, 


1740, the Day ſet apart for a General-Faſt : 1 


immediately publiſhed another Form of Humi- 
lation and Prayer to be uſed on that ſolemn 
Occaſion, which met with ſuch a General Ap- 
probation, as encouraged. me ſoon after to 


publiſh a Form of Divine Worſhip, which 1 


called A Chriſtian Liturgy, and as an Apology 


for ſo doing, in the Preface to that Edition; 
I pointed out ſuch Defects and Improprieties 
in our eſtabliſhed Liturgy, as in my Appre- 
henſion were ſufficient to juſtify an Attempt 


towards a new and leſs exceptionable Form of 
Divine Worſhip : and I ventured fo far as to ſay, 
that notwithſtanding the high Encomiums, 


which ſome weak, tho' pious Men had beſtowed 
upon the Beauty and Order of our Common- 


Prayer, it ſeemed to me to be deſtitute of both,

noble Treaſury of Devotion, and afforded rich 
Materials for Hymns of Praiſe, but as they were 
uently intermixed with the perſonal Affairs 


of the Author, or the peculiar Concerns of the 
Fewiſh Church and Nation, and ſometimes with 
Denunciations of Divine Judgements againſt the 


Eenemies of both, they were not in my Opi- 


nion fit to be offered up. unto God in that 
promiſcuous manner in Chriſtian Congregations, 


for there is a wide difference between reading 


the Pſalms. or any other of the Old Teſtament 
Songs, as the Compoſitions of pious Men in for- 


mer Ages, and making them parts of our im- 


mediate Devotions, and preſenting them to God, 


as our own : This matter I thought, could 


not be better illuſtrated than by the g5th : 


Pfalm, which is one of the ſtated Hymns in 


the Church of England Liturgy, and would be a 


very good. one, if we were to leave off at 


' thoſe. Words in the 7th Verſe, For we are the 


People of bis Paſture, and the Sheep of his Hand, 
but when we. proceed and ſay, That our Fathers 
tempted God in the Wilderneſs, and that he was 
grieved with them Forty Years, &c. We ſay that 


which is neither proper, nor indeed true in 
the Mouths of Gentile Chriſtians. 


As to the Songs taken out of the New Teſta- 


ment, I obſerved, that they were of ſuch a ſingu- 


lar Nature, and related to fuch particular Events, 


as. rendred them unfit for general Forms of | 
Devotion; and therefore tho they might very 
profitably be read like other Scriptures, when 


Con- 
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connected with the Hiſtory to which they be- 
long, they could not, 1 thought with any man- 
ner of Propriety be made parts of our publick 


Worſhip; with what Truth can any Man 


ſtand up in a Chriſtian Aſſembly, and ſay, My 
Soul doth magnify the Lord, and my Spirit re- 
joiceth in God my Saviour, who path regarded the 


bow Eflate of his Hand- Maid; for behold from 


henceforth all Generations fhall call me Bleſſed, & . 


or with what Sincerity does any one in the 
Congregation put up that Petition of good Old 


Simeon. Lord now let thy Servant depart in 
Peace, for mine Eyes have ſeen thy Salvation, 


I am perſwaded there is not one who offers 


up this Requeſt that deſires it to be anſwered ; 
and therefore as the Pſalms are frequently in- 


_ termixed with Things foreign to Chriſtian Wor- 


ſhip ; and as the New Teſtament Hymns never 
were, nor ever can be proper in the Mouths 
of any other Perſons than thoſe who ſpoke - 
them; would it not be better if they were only 
read in their turns like other Scriptures ? and 
that ſome pious and able Men were employed 


in compoſing Hymns of Thankſgiving and Praiſe 


out of the Devotional Parts of the ſacred Wri- 
tings, and the original Liturgies to be uſed in 

our Churches inſtead of them. 473. Dn 
I alſo obſerved, what a ſhame and a reproach 
It was to our National Church, that the Bal- 
lads of Sternbold and Hphins, ſhould' make part 
of Its Devotions, when there was extant ſome 
metrical Verſions of the Pſalms, which were ſo 
much better, for which I thought it deſerved 
| to 
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to be reprehended in the fame Satyrical Man- 
ner, as the Prophet Malachi did the Jews, when 


delivered this Divine Form to. his Diſciples, that 


they offered up the Blind and the Lame in 


Sacrifice ; offer it now unto your Governors and 


ee if they will be pleaſed with you, and accept

But as the Proſe Pſalms, by reaſon of . thoſe 


Intermixtures with T hings foreign to Chriſtian 
Morſhip, (which have already been mentioned,) 
"are by no means proper to be offered up unto 


God, in that promiſcuous Manner they now 


are, they muſt be equally unfit, and improper 
in a metrical Tranſlation; and therefore I wiſth- 


ed that ſome Men of Genius and Leiſure would 


employ ſome part of their Time in compoſing 


Hymns for Chriſtian Worſhip out of the Devo- 
tional Parts of Scripture, not by taking whole 


Palms in the lump, but by joining Things of a 


fimilar Nature in the Pſalms, or other Parts of 


Scripture together: If this ſhould be attempted, 


T promiſe, if it pleaſe God to ſpare my Life, 
to furniſh at leaſt 50 or 60, ſome of them 


Originals, and others altered, ſo as to fit them 


for Chriſtian Worſhip. ä 
In my Obſervations upon the Prayers in our 
eſtabliſhed Liturgy, I took Notice of the fol- 
lowing things, which ſeemed to me to be juſtly 


exceptionable. 


pr Firſt, The frequent Repetition of our Lord's- 


Prayer in the ſame Service, which I apprehended F 


came too near that Battology, which our bleſſed 
Lord condemned. at: the very Time when he 
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our Lord's-Prayer ſhould conſtantly be made 


; — of our publick Devotions J readily allow, 


ut when it is repeated over and over in the ſame 
Service, it looks as if we thought we ſhould be 
heard for our much ſpeaking. = zh 
Secondly, Another thing I diſliked, was the 


turning all the Ten Commandments into Prayers: 


A Diſpoſition of Mind to obſerve the Moral Pre- 


cepts contained in the Commandments, Was a 
thing very fit and proper to be deſired” of 
God, and is agcordingly made the Subject of 


a Prayer in the Chriſtian Liturgy, but to repeat 


the Fourth Commandment, which requires the 
Seventh Day to be kept Holy, and no manner 


of Work to be done thereon,” and then to 
call upon God, To have Mercy upon us, and 
zncline our Hearts to keep this Law; when at the 


lame time, we have no Intention to keep the 
Seventh Day holier than any other Day, or to 


_ abſtain either from our Labours or Diverſions. 


thereon ; but on the contrary, pretend that 
Chriſtians are under no Obligations to obſerve” 


it as a Day of Holy Reſt : What is this but 


a downright mocking of God? 


_ Thirdly, What ] further obſerved upo one pub 


lick Prayers was, that beſides the obſolete Words, 
and uncouth Expreſſions in ſome of them, there 
were others ſtrongly tinctured with the Doctrines 
of the Times in which they were compoſed, 
which are now ſo generally exploded as not 


to be believed by one in an hundred of thoſe 
who uſe them; and that the Doxologies with 
which they conclude are moſt of them unſcrip- 
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tural ; and therofore it is highly fit that ſomo 
leſs exceptionable Prayers ſhould be Provided 
for publick Worſhip. 

I — but one 8 more to 3 
from the former Preface, and that it is upon 
the uſe of Creeds in our publick Worſhip, 
| which I then thought, and do now think to be 
both unneceſſary and improper ; that it is un- 


neceſſary is plain, becauſe the very Act of Wor⸗ 


ſhip is as much an Evidence of our _ =. 
that God we are worthiping, as the Re 

of any Creed can be: And tho Crec — 
very properly be inſerted in Catechiſms, or Forms 
of Baptiſm for Adult -Perſons, yet as they 
have nothing of the Nature of Prayer or Praiſe 
in their Compoſition, they cannot, I think, with 
any manner of Propriety be made part of our 
Rated Devotians, eſpecially that — one, 
commonly called the Achanglan Creed, which 
hath ſuch a damnatory Clauſe, both at the 
heginning and end of it, as is ſhocking to re- 
peat 3 beſides the uſe of Cregds in publick 
Worſhip, is apt to lead the common People into 


a Notion that they are —.— and to uſe 
them as ſuch at other Times; and it js further 
to be obſerved, that there is not one Inſtance. 


of a Creed in any of the Antient Liturgies. 


To the foregoing. eee 1 have HOW ; ; 


to add as follows, 

Hin, Upon the 8 in our eſtabliſhed: 
Liturgy. in Which I include the Collects and 
Iateny, I have further to obſerve, That in 
re is Ann leaſt Correſ- 


pondence 
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pondence between the Title and the Prayer ; 
and in others, the Prefaces and the Petitions 
have no manner of Reſpect or Relation to one 
another : To give an Aae or two out of many. 
The Title of the ſccond Collect in the 
Morning Service is for Peace, but in the Collect 
it ſelf, there is not any thing like a Petition for 


Peace, but rather for Succeſs in War, That 
aue may be defended againſt the Aſaults f our 


Enemies, ſo as not to fear their Power, the Pre- 
face to theſe Petitions, v2. In the Knowledge of 
whom flandeth our Eternal Life, and whoſe Ser- 
vice is per fes Freedom, have no more Reſpect to 


Peace than to any other Thing. 


In the Collect for the Epiphany, O God who 


by the leading of a Star, didi manifeſt thy" only 


gotten Son to the Gentiles, is the Preface to 


this ſtrange Petition, grant that we which know 


thee now by Faith, may after this Life have the 


Fyuition of thy Glorious Godhead. 


Secondly, My next Obſervation is upon that 


Maledictory Form, called a Commination, which 
begins with a ſtring of Curſes, which the Peo- 


ple are to ſay Amen to; a Form fo contrary to 
the Spirit of the Chriſtian Religion, which 
teaches us to Bleſs and Curſe not, that I think 
the reading of it once a Year is once too much. 
In the Preface to this curſing Form, we are 
told that it is only to ſerve until that godly 


Diſcipline, which was exerciſed in the Primi- 


tive Church is reſtored; which it is faid the 
Church of England earneſtly wiſhes for. If 
by the Diſcipline ſo much defired, be meant 

ale Sa: the 
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the Diſcipline omen by Jeſus Chriſt, and his 


was only a Power to exclude 


Apoſtles, which 
unworthy Members from Church Communion, 


it is but to repeal thoſe ungodly Laws, which 


require the Sacrament of the Lord's-Supper to 
be taken according to the Rites of the Church 
of England, as a neceſſary Qualification for a 
Civil or a Military Employment, and the true 
Chriſtian Diſcipline may be eaſily reſtored; and 
conſcientious Miniſters may again be em- 
powered to exclude ſuch us walk diſorderly, 


and to refuſe this Solemn Ordinance to Infidels 


and Debauchees, which they cannot now do, 
without ſubjecting themſelves to an Action at 
Law for Damages ſuſtained by ſuch Refuſal; 
till this is done, the Church may renew 


her Wiſhes for the Reſtoration of Diſcipline 


from Year to Year, but no Body will believe 
her to be in earneſt: But as I have more 
fully expreſſed my Mind upon this horrid Pro- 
fanation on another Occaſion, ſhall wave it here. 
If by the godly Diſcipline in the Primitive 
Church, be meant a Power to puniſh Offenders, 

either in their Perſons or Purſes, as ſeems to be 
intimated by the Preface ; I hope no ſuch Diſ- 
cipline will ever be reſtored, nor the Church 
be ever veſted with any ſuch Power. That Cor- 
poral Puniſhments, Fines or Impriſonments can 


any Way promote the Salvation of Mens Souls, 
or Fire and Faggot enlighten their Minds, 


is beyond my Comprehenſion, | 
Thirdly, As it would take up too much time 
to enumerate the Faults in the ſeveral Offices in 


7 of 
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our Liturgy, I ſhall only in General obſerve, 
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That the Communion Office is in very great 


' Diſorder, the Exhortation or Invitation bein 8 in 


the Middle of the Service. 
In the Forms for Baptiſm, there are very 
great Improprieties, and i in ſome n they are 


not Senſe. 


The Catechiſm is a very mean one, and con- 
tains ſome Things which are not true. ; 

In the Office for Confirmation, it is ſurprizin 
that the firſt Prayer can be offered up unto God 
by any Proteſtant Biſhop ; Is it meet to be ſaid 


unto God, of that great Number of Boys and 


Girls who flock to Confirmation, or as it is called 


in the Country to be biſhoped ; That he hath vouch- 


Jafedto regenerate them by Water and the Holy Ghoſt, 


and hath given them Forgiveneſs of all their Sins; 


Is this right ? In the Forms for Matrimo- 
ny, Viſitation of the Sick, Burial of the Dead, 


and Churching of Women ? 'There are ſundry 
Defects and Improprieties, which call aloud for 


Reformation. | 
But that which ſwells the Book, and often- 
times draws out the Morning Service to an 
immoderate length, is the Offices for Saints 


Days and Holy Days, which have no Foundation 
either in Scripture or Reaſon. If thoſe good 


Men who have Days and Offices ſet apart for 
them, had apprehended any ſuch Thing in 
their Life-times, they would have as earneſtly de- 
clared their Abhorrence of them, as Paul and 
Barnabas did of the Sacrifice, which the Prieſt 
of Jupiter would have offered to them at Lyſtra. 
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What have ſuch Remains of Poſt Super ſti- 
tion to do in a Proteſtant Liturgy; there is not 
indeed in our Offices for Saints Days any direct 
Petition to the Saint whoſe Day it is, nor any 
Ora pro nobis, but the Merits or good Deeds 
of the Saint, and ſometimes his Occupation 
or Profeſſion is in the Introduction made the 
Foundation of the Petitions in the Collect for 
the Day, as in the Collect for Saint Mathew's 
Day, his being called from the Receipt of 
Cuſtom; is made the Ground or Reafon of a 
Petition, for Grace to for _ all covetous Deferes, 
and inordinate Love of Riches : Which Petition 
would have been full as proper if no Notice had 
been taken of the Publican, but then we ſhould 
not have known that this was St. Mathews 
.D 
| That O Offices for Saints Days, and other Holy 
Days were continued in our Engliſb Liturgy 
by the firſt Compilers of it, is not ſo much to 
be wondered at, conſidering they were but juſt 
emerging out of Popiſh Darknels ; and that ſe- 
veral of thoſe appointed to compile it, were 
Papiſts in their Hearts, ſuch as Day, Biſhop of 
 Ghrchefter, Thirkby, Biſhop of Ely, and Robertſon, 
Dean of Durban , Epetially — who while he 
fat as a Commiſſioner, vehemently oppoſed 
the Altetation of the Old Service Book, and 
When the New One was formed, refuſed to 
fign it, and proteſted againſt its being eſtabliſhed 
Parliament; for which at the Ace- 
oeſſion of Queen Mary, he had the Hotigur | 


to preach the Coronation Sermon : And _ 
1 alſo 
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ral Sermon, wherein he excuſed the King by 
reaſon of his Infancy ;- but with all Virulence 
endeavoured to incenſe the Common People 
againſt the Reformed Biſhops, as having ſeduced 
and miſled the young King: To this Oppoſition | 
of the Popiſh Party, and the unwillingneſs - o 


the People to part with their Saints Days and 


Holy. Days, We We our Half Reformation. 
But when the Proteſtant Religion Was fully 
eſtabliſhed, and our Liturgy was reyiſed, as it 
was ſeyeral Times, by ſueh as I ſuppoſe were 
really Proteſtants, that ſuch. ſuperſtitigus Offices, 
as thoſe for the Cireumci/ion of Chriſt, the Epriphar 
ay, or the Manijeftation of Chriſt to the Gentiles, - 
the Annuncigrion and Purification of the Virgin 
Apoſtles Days, for Innocents Day, for St. Michael 
and all Angels, and for ail Saints in the Jun 
I ſay, that ſuch ſuperſtitious Offices as theſe, 

ſhould after all our Reviſals, be Rill retained in 
our publiek Worſhip, is an Argument that ous 
Reviſers were either very Ignorant of that 
divine and rational Worſhip, which vas offered 
up unto God, theo' Jeſus Chriſt, in the firſt 
and pureſt Ages of Chriſtianity, or very indiffer

Here, Gentlemen, give me leave to expreſs my 
Surprize, that in the Free and Candid Diſquif- 
tions, no Remarks are made upon theſe Offices, 
which ſeem to me, to be ſome of the moſt ex- 
ceptionable parts of our Liturgy. I am perſwad- 
ed, that Men of your good Senſe cannot but wiſh 
for the Diſmiſſion of ſuch groundleſs and un- 
_ warrantable Forms of Devotion, which were firſt 
invented by that Antichriſtian Church, which 
pays undue Honour to the dead Saints, and at 
the fame Time Murders the living. 
It is a juſt Exception to theſe Forms that 
| they are too apt to raiſe in the Minds of the Com- 
mon People too high a Veneration for the Saints 
and Angels, to whom they are dedicated, and to 
lead the Ignorant, and Unwary into a Notion; | 
that they are either Tutelary Beings, or a Sort of 
Mediators, to the diſhonour of Jeſus Chriſt, the 
wy Mediator between God and Man.. 
Theſe, together with ſome other Things im- 
properly retained in our Liturgy, ſuch as the Be- 
nedictus, the Magmficat, and the Nunc Dimittis, 
are among other Arguments — uſe of by the 
Enmiſſaries of Rome, in ſeducing the Common Peo- 
ple; there is ſay they, but very little Difference 
between our Maſs and your Liturgy, and there- 
fore as Schiſm is-a damnable Sin, the beſt and 
lafeſt Way is to return into the Boſom of the Mo- 
ther Church, and not to hazard your Souls for 
à Trifle; that theſe are ſome of the Arguments 
they make uſe of, I am well aſſured; and there- 
fore as the Offices for Saints Days, and Holy 


Days, are 2 Superfluous, * have a 
ten» 
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tendency to miſlead the Common People, and are. 


made uſe of by the Emiſſiaries of Rome, to ſe- 2 


duce the Ignorant and Unwary ; and as the Abo- 
lition of them, would ſet us at a greater diſtance 


from that Idolatrous and Antichriſtian Church, 


I heartily wiſh, and I hope all good Proteſtants 
will join with me herein, that they may all be 
included in an dex Expurgatorius, and fairly 
diſmiſſed our Publick Service, and if our State Ho- 
lidays are diſmiſſed with them, Iſee no harm in it. 
I ſhall at preſent only take Notice of one Thing 


more, and that is, the Morning and Evening Ser- 
vice in our Liturgy, is for the moſt part Word far 


Word the ſame; which argues great barreneſs of 


to Invention, both in the firſt Compilers, and in the 


ſubſequent Reviſers of it: The Mind of Man is

I Have now, Gentlemen, only to e you, that | 

I heartily wiſh you all imaginable Succeſs in your 
laudable Endeavours to reform and amend our 
publick Worſhip, ſo as to render it more worthy 
of God, and more fit for Men ; that you will be 
ſeconded herein by the Convocation or Parliament 
J am not ſanguine enough to expect; the Goods 

of the Otarch, and the Good of the Church ve- 
ry often ner em The Poſſeſſors of rich Livings, 
Pluraliſts, and Nonreſidentiaries are ſeldom Friends 
to Reformation, and as to the Parliament, Iam 
rſwaded that the beſt Service they could do to 
Religion , would be to repeal thoſe Laws, which 
have done ſo much Miſchief to it, ſuch as theA& 
of Uniformity, and the Corporation and Teſt Acts. 
For my part, I freely own, that I am againſt the 
eſtabliſhing any Modes or Forms of Divine Wor- 
ſhip by any human Laws; and tho” I think the 
reſent Liturgy a very faulty one, I am not for 

| it aboliſhed: by any Law, for that purpoſe 
all J would defire is, that the Act of Uniformity | 
may be repealed, and then if any New —— :
